Swiss light artist Gerry Hofstetter projected 
pictures of the Titanic on a giant iceberg off 
Greenland to mark the 100th anniversary of its 
maiden voyage. 


A light projection of the Titanic on a 500-meter- 
long iceberg in the Northern Polar sea of 
Greenland, during the night of 13 April 2012. 


Swiss artist Gerry Hofstetter is one of the best- 
known light artists working today.
